They indicated that Jewish coloniza- 


tion in some regions of Italian East 
Africa was among the proposals in a 
memorandum from President Roose- 
velt which Ambassador Philips deliv- 
ered to Mussolini last Tuesday.

Rules Must Be Agreed Upon 


The Slock Exchange is a market 


place where investors and speculalors 
may meet and exchange securities 
and cash. However one looks upon 
this business—whether as a game or 
an Important financial function—there 
must be agreement on one thing, 
namely, thai it must be fair and all 
who come into it must come upon 
equal terms so far as the Exchange 
is concerned. 


If il Is a game, every player-ought 


to have the same chance, subjecl, of 
course, lo Ihe differences in Ihe 
bank-roll and Ihe brains of the play- 
ers. 


Now the impression of Die public 


is that the Exchange floor is the haunt 
of brokers—men who act as the agents 
of others in buying and selling se- 
curities. Bul Ihis is not true, be- 
cause many of the men on the floor 
and many members not on the floor 
are not brokers al all'bul acl only for 
themselves— they are big traders, op- 
erators, or gamblers. 


The advantages to them are ob- 


vious. First of all, as members, they 
can handle their own trades and clear 
them without commissions. Or they 
can handle Ihem Ihrough 52 brokers 
or Ihcy can handle .them themselves 
and clear Ihem through other brokers 
for a dollar a share. In other words, 
they play the game wilh a commis- 
sion advantage in their favor against 
the public speculator—which is rec- 
ognized nowhere else in no oilier 
gambling casino in the world. 


Broker Regulation Imperative 


Next they enjoy the advantage of 


inside information in trading which 
is either never open to the public or 
open too late. 


These kinds of memberships are 


held by large bankers, big operators 
and traders. Practically all the abuses 
on the Exchange have stemmed from 
the activities of these groups or from 
brokers who acted not only as brok- 
ers bul as iraders for Iheir own ac- 
cuunl. 


Pul nn end to this practice; thai 


is, permil only brokers on the floor 
of the Exchange, exclude all but 
brokers from making rules and nam- 
ing officials of the Exchange, pro- 
hibit brokers from speculating for 
their own account, directly or indi- 
rectly,'and make" the costs and terms 
of trading .the same to all persons 
and you will put an end to 90 per cent 
of the abuses which inake the Ex- 
change so serious a problem. 


The business of regulating it will 


bo made possible. No such firm as 
Sisto's should be permitted lo be an 
Excliangc member.

REHIRE F I R E D MAN 
Work at Local Plant Is to 


Be Resumed Saturday 


Morning 


A strike which begun Friday morn- 


ing at Hope Brick company's plant was 
quickly settled Friday afternoon, and 
work will bo resumed Saturday morn- 
ing. 


Harry Malcolm, deputy state labor 


commissioner, met wilh the manage- 
ment and union representatives and 
found both sides had violated the labor 
contract, according to 
information 


reaching The Star. Mr. Malcolm: re- 
turned hurriedly to Little Rock and 
could not be reached for a statement. 


The difficulty was settled harmoni- 


ously, and a negro union worker who 
had-been discharged was rehired, ac- 
cording to the report from Mr. Mal- 
colm's conference. 


Picket lines which had been thrown 


around tho brick1 plant during the 
morning were withdrawn immediately 
after the conference. 


Developments to Noon 


A new labor dispute arose here 


Friday when the United Brick & Clay 
Workers union of Hope (AFL) left 
their jobs at the Hope Brick company 
because of what union men said was 
Die refusal of N. P, O'Neal, owner, to 
hear Willard Anderson, national repre- 
sentative, present tlie union'side"?of-the 
case over the firing of a union em- 
ploye for conviction in court on a 
drunkenness charge. 


Mr. O'Neal, asked for a statement, 


said the strike "came as a surprise 
and he didn't have a statement lot 
publication at present. 


Mr. O'Neal, however, said the plant 


employed 57 m'en, 19 of whom arc union 
men and 38 non-union. O'Neal said 16 
of the non-union men were at their 
jobs despite the strike, 
. This number is disputed by union 
men, who said only six men (non- 
union) were working. 


Grievance Committee 


Sam Revis, president of the union, 


said the greviance committee con- 
ferred with Mr. O'Neal about 45 min- 
utes Thursday afternoon over the fir- 
ing of the union employe. 


Mr. Rcvis said the committee .was 


unable to reach an agrecwenl wilh Mr. 
O'Neal and asked that Willard Ander- 
son, national representative, be call- 
ed in. 


Mr. Rcvis said Mr. O'Neal refused 


to hear Mr, Anderson. 


This is the basis of the strike, Mr. 


Revis said. He cited the union labor 
contract with the brick company and 
pointed out a section which he said 
declared that a national represenlative 
may be called in whenever the griev- 
ance committee is unable to reach 
settlement, 


The Union's Side 


Back of the firing of the union man 


is discrimination, Mr. Rcvis said, as he 
related the following story: 


"Several days ago Julius Stewart 


and Robert Moore, both negroes, were 
convicted in Hope municipal court. 


"Stewart, a union employe, was fined 


$10 for drunkenness. Mr. O'Neal fired 
Stewart. 


"Mooie, a non-union man, was con- 


victed for carrying a pistol and for 
gambling and fined a tolal of ?60. Mi- 
O'Neal retained him. 


"Stewart was convicted during the 


Christmas holidays and while he was 
onl on duty. He was entirely sobei 
when he returned to the job, but was 
soon fired," Mr. Revis continued. 


Mr. Anderson said 34 men were mem- 


bers of. the union, all of whom had 
worked at the brick company since 
signing of the labor contract in No 
vember of 1938. The list now has 
dwindled to 19 who have managed to 
retain their jobs. 


Mr. Anderson said the union, met 


Thursday night and voted unanimous- 
ly for the strike. He estimated thai 
approximately 60 pickels and sympa- 
thizers were at their posts at the be- 
ginning of the day's work Friday. 


He said pickels had been instructed 


against violence and that no one would 
be molested. He also said it was the 
desire of the union to co-operate with 
city and county officials.

Japan. A war with Japan will not be 
apt to occur because of something Ja- 
pan docs to us in our own part of the 
world. It will be far more apt to occur 
because of something which Japan 
docs in Asia which we object to and 
are determined to stop, even by force. 


Thus wo might go to war to compel 


Japan to cease interference with our 
trade in the Far East. This would very 
likely come as the last act in a long 
contest, begun by trade reprisals, eco- 
nomic embargoes, and similar meas- 
ures. Or we might bo confronted by a 
Japanese attempt to seize the Philip- 
pines, perhaps as one result of our cut- 
ting off her oil ftriporls from this coun- 
try—the Philippines being a stepping 
stone to the Dutch East Indies, her 
most important source of oil supply 
next to the United States. 


A war with Japan would be a long- 


drawn out affair. There is very litlle 
more thai Japan could do to injure us, 
once she had seized the Philippines and 
Guam and wiped out our military and 
commercial establishments in China. 


While our navy remained superior, 


she could not send overseas such a 
great expedition as would be needed 
to iittack Hawaii, much less our west 
coast. Small air raids from carriers 
might be delivered against our coastal 
cities, and commerce raiders 'might at- 
tack our merchant shipping sporadical- 
ly. That would be about all, and these 
things we .could eventually deal with. 


But for us to bring Japan to terms, 


it would be needful for us to establish 
a base in the Western Pacific from 
which our navy could so interfere with 
Japan's 
sea communications — upon 


which, as she becomes more and more 
industrialized, she is increasingly de- 
pendent—as to compel her cither to 
abandon the contest, or make a last 
desperate effort for relief by sending 
her fleet out to fight. 


Thus, in considering the strategy of 


the Pacific, the all-important consid- 
eration for us is always to maintain a 
considerable naval superiority over 
Japan.' While we have such super- 
iority, we can, if needs must, although 
at great trouble and wilh heavy loss, 
so gravely threaten Japan as to force 
her to yield. Japan, on the other hand, 
can never do the like by us while her 
fleet remains inferior. 


Our best hope of staying out of so 


costly and terrible a war as would be 
entailed in the step-by-step process of 
fighting our way across the Pacific 
until we had come close enough for our

235,400. Aiding the allies financially 
and in the trendies swept it upward 
and by 1919 the figure reached 525,- 
482,034,419.

The low- 
est point of the debt at any fiscal year- 
end since the war was in 1930, when it

so heavily outweighs advantage. 


In the Atlantic, (lie most serious 


threat of wnr—other thnn becoming in- 
volved in a European conflict as we 
were in 1917—seems to be a German or 
Gormnn-Ilnlinn attempt to establish 
arens of conquest in Latin-America, 
either directly or by supporting dissi- 
dent factions in some Latin-American 
country. • 


In either case,, the attempt must be 


based on sea communications, and is 
initially a matter to be dealt with by 
our navy. While the strength of the 
latter may be sufficient in ships, it 
needs also bases to give it freedom 
of action. 
Agreements 
with Latin 


American' states to this end will be 
useful, especially with Brazil, whose 
ports command the greater purl of 
the South Atlantic Ocean,' where we 
huve.no bases at all. 


The air threat, to which Britain 


and France were compelled to yield 
at Munich, is hardly serious for us 
as yet. Yet it is as well to realize 
that this is only true while no bases 
on this side of the Atlantic are in 
the possession of any aggressive-mind- 
ed nation. 


The northeastern part of our coun- 


try, where uro'concentrated our cent- 
ers of political, industrial, commercial 
and financial power and a third of our 
population, affords on objective for 
cnomy .bombers scarcely less tempt- 
ing tha nthe island of Great Britain, 
The defense of this part of the coun- 
try, If it be threatened, must ever be 
our first consideration! 


The mass flight of Air-Marshal Bal-i 


bo, via the Faroes, Iceland, Green- 
land and Labrador, showed the prac- 
ticability of this air route. The first 
three stepping-stones belong to, or 
are controlled by Denmark, which 
country is a neighbor of expanding 
Germany and bus unsettled territorial 
questions with her. 


It is none too soon to consider the 


question of obtaining the right to es- 
tablish strong air and naval bases in 
the island of Newfoundland—a), pres- 
ent-wholly undefended and open to 
seizure as ."the' final'link between 
Greenland and our northeast—where 
we could provide amply for defense 
against any attack from this direc- 
tion. 


Similar considerations apply to Ber- 


muda, which is but 689 miles from 
New York. We could not afford to 
allow Bermada to fall into the hands

"Peler commended and rebuked.' 


How well that seems to sum up a 
great deal in the life of,Peter, both 
during the days of his earthly associa- 
tion with our Lord as a disciple and 
as an apostle and founder of the Chris- 
tian Church. 


Later on we shall find Peter, after 


his Master who commended and re- 
buked him in love had been crucified, 
commended by the greatness of the 
occasion when he preached at Pente- 
cost but rebuked ignominiously in the 
vision on the housetop, as he was 
still in his pride and narrowness dis- 
posed to be a respecter of men and to 
call unclean the things that God hac 
cleansed. How much these words con- 
cerning Peler—"commended and re- 
buked"—might apply to us all, for 
which one of us has not something to 
be commended and a great" deal to be 
rebuked? 


It is this nearness of Peter to our- 


selves that makes him so vital a study 
for Christians today, and that makes 
these lessons so incisive and helpful 
in establishing our own faith and vis- 
ion. Here in our lesson we find Peter 
making the great confession of his be- 
lief in Jesus as the Christ or the 
Messiah, the son of the living God.
